The Egyptian leader was likely 
to withhold his reaction for a few 
days pending the conclusion of de- 
liberations he was said to be cur- 
rently conducting with other Arab 
leaders — Syria’s President Hafez 
Assad, Jordan's King Hussein. the 
Palestine Liberation Organization's 
chief Yasser Arafat and Saudi 
Arabia's King Faisal. 

Sadat yesterday summoned Ga- 
masy from the front-lines where the 
latter has been on an inspection 
tour for the past three days. The 
Egyptian semi-official Middle East 
News Agency said that Gamasy had 
visited various military formations 
in the central sector, where Israel 
broke through to the western bank 
of the Suez waterway during the 
1973 war. The central sector has 
recently been the focus of Egyptian 
military buildup, aimed at conso- 
lidating the northern and southern 
flanks which are manned respect- 
ively by the Second Army and the 
Third Army. 

In his talks with field com- 
Manders and troops, Gamasy was 
reported to have stressed the sen- 
sitivity of the present stage in the 
confrontation with Israel, while em- 
phasizing the need for continued 
alertness.

The views of Gamasy, who nego- 
tiated last year’s disengagement 
agreement with Israel at Kilo- 
metre 101, were likely to be a de- 
cisive element for Sadat in his 
reaction towards current feelers 
for a second-stage settlement in 
Sinai. 

Though he confines 
the military sphere, 
considered to be the man-in-the- 
middle among Sadat's top associ- 
ates, especially Premier Abdul-Aziz 
Hegazy and Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy, .both of whom evidently 
differ over Egypt's immediate po- 
licy regarding Israel.

Price rises 
didn’t send 
families to 
public aid 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Price rises in the wake of last 
November's devaluation and sub- 
βίαν cuts have not resulted in any 
significant increase in the number 
of families applying for welfare 
assistance. Contrary to expecta- 
tions, only some 500 more families 
applied for help in December than 
in November, the Welfare Ministry 
spokesman said yesterday. This in- 
crease is in no way unusual, he 
added. 

In January, the Ministry through 
its 180 regional offices paid out 
IL14.6m, to some 26,000 families, 
comprising 96,000 persons. Less 
than half of welfare clients re- 
ceive full support, the majority 
turning to welfare offices for funds 
to supplement low incomes, the 
spokesman said. 

In December, about 1,000 fami- 
lies and individuals were removed 
from November’s welfare rolls. This 
figure was offset, however, by the 
addition of 885 new cases (families 
and individuals) and 744 cases 
which had been on the rolls before. 

Payments for January have been 
increased and a single person now 
receives 11.433 instead of 1.384. A 
family with two children receiving 
full support now gets L974 instead 
of IL881; payments to a family 
with between three and nine child- 
ren are up to 011,108 from 11.999.

Now they 
say that since only Jewish students 
are represented on the students’ 
union council, they feel their in- 
terests will not be looked after and 
8 separate union is essential 

The Arab students’ chief com- 
plaint is difficulty in finding hous- 
ing. They say that many home 
owners will not rent them rooms 
once they find out they are Arabs, 
especially following the recent ter- 
rorist outrages. 

The Bar-Han students’ union at 
one point appointed an Arab student 
to act as special coordinator of 
Arab student affairs, but he -was 
forced to resign following pressures 
upon him from outside Arab political 
groups. 


The students’ union has decided 


not to recognize the Arab associa- i 


tion, arguing that all groups should 
be represented through the union. 
A few of the Bar-Ilan Arab stu- 
dents on Tuesday joined their Arab 
counterparts at the Tel Aviv cam- 
pus for a demonstration 
alleged police harassment.

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Swiss banks impose 


40% negative interest 
on foreign accounts 


BERN (UPI). — Switzerland yeater- 
day imposed a 40 per cent negative 
interest charge on all bank accounts 
held by non-resident foreigners in 
an attempt to brake the booming 
value of the Swiss franc. 

The 40 cent commission on 
foreign accounts in Switzerland will 
apply to new money which entered 
Switzerland since last October 31 
when a 12 per cent annual negative 
interest charge was imposed. 

Banks were further ordered to 
stop paying any interest at all on 
money deposited in Switzerland by 
non-resident foreigners prior to last 
October 31. 

The Swiss Government acted after 
ἃ hectic day of trading on the 
Zurich foreign exchange market with 
the U.S. dollar falling to an all-time 
record low of 2.4950 Swiss francs at 
closing. 

‘The dollar had been 2.5035 francs 
on January 6 and the government 
let it be known it would act decisive- 
ly to stop any plunge below the 
2.60 franc level because Switzer- 
jJand'’s export and tourist industry 
Would be critically affected. 

The Swiss franc yesterday also 
Soared against all other major cur- 
rencies including the mighty West 
German mark. 

This troubles government and in- 
dustry as much as or more than the 
rise against the dollar, as West 
Germany is Switzerland's main ex- 
port market. 


The rocketing value of the Swis3 
franc last year caused a sharp -fall 
in the number of tourists coming 
to Switzerland, and tourism is the 
country’s third largest industry. 

British visitors were down 45 
per cent and Americans down by 25 
per cent. West Germans remained 
at the same figure as in 1973. 

Yesterday's stern measures to 
stop the Sood of forelgn money into 
Switzerland in search of Swiss 
franes came into effect at five p.m. 
the government said. 

Dr. Hans Mast, analyst of the 
Swiss Credit Bank, one of the big 
three Swiss commercial banks — 
voiced doubt that the measures 
would be enough to scare off for- 
eign monies. He said he believed 
there were channels to avoid the 
penalty negative interest charge 
but did not elaborate.

— More 
than 100,000 Dutch Protestant 
ehurchgvoers have signed a declara- 
ton supporting Israel's right to 
exist, a spokesman for the Calvinist 
Dutch Reformed churches said yes~ 
terday. 

‘They were asked by leaders of 
the 15 Dutch Protestant churches 
to support a pro-Israel statement 
made by 86 prominent Dutch public 
figures in November. The spokesman 
5818 that 102,000 churchgoers, about 
63 per cent of worshippers in 521 
parishes, signed the declaration. 

The 86 original signatories in- 
cluded 15 former Dutch Government 


ministers and state secretaries, and 
the former president of the Euro-

The declaration says Western

California doctors give 


newborn a 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP). — A 
pacemaker has been implanted in 
the heart of a newborn baby, one 
of the youngest patients to receive 
the battery-powered life sustainer. 

“It's just been one miracle after 
the other down there at the hos- 
pital,” said the father, Clay Dixon. 
“Ten years ago she would've died. 
T never would've imagined a thing 
like this could happen." 

A temporary pacemaker was 
implanted in the heart of Alisa 
Marie Dixon during exploratory 
surgery on January 11, the day 
after she was born. A day later 
she received a permanent one. 

The baby, born io nearby San 
Pedro, suffered from a heart block- 

and a variety of other con- 
genital heart defects, She was 
what is called a “blue baby.” 

The baby was taken to the in- 
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pacemaker 


Memoria! Hospital Medica] Centre, 
where she was in stable condition. 
“The doctors told me about the 
problems and said it was rare for 
a baby to survive the surgery they 
had to do," sald Dixon, an 18-year- 
old unemployed former factory 
worker, ed τα weet 

“At first, 1 didn’ 
hope, but the doctors were so fast 
and the care was 80 that 
now she has a chance to survive.:’ 

The yo-yo shaped pacemaker — 
a little power plant also called a 
pulse generator — was implanted 
under the baby’s skin and' con- 
nected to the heart. It Gres small 
electrical impulses so the heart 
will beat normally for a baby: 100 
times a minute. 

“They say she has a 50-50 chance 
to Uve to age five, and that if she 
does she'll have a good chance at 
Ὁ normal life," Dixon said.

Phnom Penh 


PHNOM PENH (UPI). — A 20- 
ship supply convoy from Viemam 
ran into heavy rebel resistance on 
the Mekong River yesterday and an 
American source said there is πὸ 
other choice than an airlift if the 
convoy does get through to the 
Cambodian capital. 

The convoy, reported halfway up 
the Mekong to Phnom Penh, was 
the first serious attempt in 25 days 
to replenish the city with badly 
needed fuel and ammunition.
